Songs  of  the  Humpbacked  Whale 
Capitol  Stereo  disc  ST-620 

Composers  have  long  been  facmated 
by  the  sounds  and  songs  of  bird  and 
beast,  if  we  can  believe  the  evidence  in 
their  scores.  One  immediately  thinks 
of  the  cukoo  piping  in  Beethoven's 
Pastoral  Symphony,  the  sheep  bleating 
away  in  Strauss'  Don  Quixote,and 
more  recently,  Messiaren's  multi-color- 
ed bird-call  recreations  in  Oiseaux  Ex- 
otiques  and  the  Turangalila  Symphony. 
Now  for  the  first  time,  thanks  to 
some  dedicated  (and  obviously  musical- 
minded)  marine  biologists,  we  have 
on  records,  and  in  stereo  to  boot,  the 
songs  of  the  humpbacked  whale.  To- 
day's composers  have  lost  no  time  in 
keeping  up  with  Beethoven,  Strauss, 
and  company.  Alan  Hovhaness,  the 
American-born  composer  of  Armenian 
descent,  has  recently  had  primieredhis 
And  God  Created  Great  Whales,  where- 
in the  great  cetaceans  themselves  join 
(via  Tape)  the  instruments  of  the  or- 
chestra. (Andre  Kostelanetz,  the  well- 
known  conductor,  heard  the  record 
under  view  here,  and  suggested  the 
idea  for  a  composition  using  the  whale 
songs  to  Hovhaness.) 

Well,  what  do  whales  sound  like?  My 
initial  reply  would  be  --  like  nothing 
you've  ever  heard  before.  You  could 
put  this  record  on  for  an  unenlightened 
friend,  and  with  a  minimum  of  difficul- 
ty 1  think,  convince  him  it  was  a  re- 
:ording  of  a  recently-monitored  con- 
versation between  two  inhabitants  of 
Jupiter.  First  off,  whales  have  an  in- 
credible range,  from  a  low,  thunderous 
rumble  to  some  supersonic  squeaks. 
The  second  striking  features  is  the 
length  and  complexity  of  their  songs 
-some  of  which  last  up  to  30  minutes 
before  they  are  repeated.  Some  of  the 
passages  are  so  complicated  that  they 
must  be  slowed  down  (as  on  a  sample 
band  on  the  record)  to  be  heard 
continued  to  pg.

But  beyond  the  novelty  value  and  the 
obvious  interest  to  biologists,  the  whale 
songs  are  really  quite  beautiful,  very 
errie,  and  at  least  to  my  ears,  often 
rather  sad.

FUTURE 

The  mastermind  behind  the  creation  of 
special  effects  for  2001:  A  SPACE 
ODYSSEY  is  into  new  worlds  now. 
The  conversation  and  demonstration 
deal  with  (in  a  non-technical  way!  com- 
puter simulation  of  imaginary  life  form, 
the  slit-scan  machine,  creation  of  arti- 
ficial environments,  and  filming  micro- 
scopic objects.
